Hadden 
walked  in  on  Editor  Swopes  of 
the  New  York  World  and  talked, 
him  out  of  a job  as  a reporter 
for  one  year  after  being  told 
their  were  no  jobs  and  that 
Swopes  wouldn’t  see  him. 

Hadden  and  Henry  Luce  then 
borrowed  §100,000  without  se- 
curity “by  asking  for  it”  and 
formed  a corporation  that  was 
worth  $10,000,000  when  Hadden 
died  seven  years  later. 

Sloan  concluded  his  talk  with 
the  admonition  to  “think  big  and 
attain.”
